This paper responds to the Office Action mailed 28 June 2005. Claims 
1-6, 8-11 and 32-40 are pending in the Application. The Office rejects Claims 10-11 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Korpman (U.S. Patent 4,318,408). 
The Office rejects Claims 1-6, 8-11, 23-33 and 36-40 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
obvious in view of Korpman.
